Rock Springs, Tex.. April 13.— 
A tornado that struck this town, 
the county seat of Edwards coun­ 
ty, last night took a toll of at 
least 62 lives and injured about 
I?»« persons, some fatally. 
Sixty-two bodies had been re­ 
covered from the ruins at noon 
today. 


O f the in ju re d 20 were expected 
to die before night. 
Hurls Baby 50 Feet 
The usual sardonic pranks of 
ihe twister were in evidence. 
A 
baby was hurled 50 feet through 
the air and landed safely in the 
automobile of a salesman. 
Few buildings were left stand­ 
ing as the tornado swept the city. 
Rescues Delayed 
Fire broke out soon after the 
storm began and the post office 
and a restaurant, two of the shells 
still withstanding the wind, were 
burned. 
Relief workers including phy­ 
sicians and nurses from San An­ 
tonio and a detachment of troops 
were delayed in arriving with aid 
because of storm blocked roads. 
After the tornado passed, two 
women, neighbors, lay ride by 
ride. 
One on the verge of un­ 
consciousness asked: 
“Are you sleeping well?" 
“FII lie sleeping in a minute." 
She died with the last work and 
her companion lapsed into uncon­ 
sciousness.
